TO PREVENT SKIDDING. 


How to Manage an Auto on a Slip¬ 
pery Road. 

The ordinary small skid on a slip¬ 
pery road may be overcome by turn¬ 
ing the steering wheels in the opitoslte 
direction to that which the real wheels 
are trying to follow ami then, as the 
car straightens up and starts to skid 
the other way. swinging them back 
agxiin. continuing this until the ma- 
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Except the skids which sometimes 
occur in descending a steep hill on 
muddy roads, those which most often 
ity streets after rain 


happen occur on 
or the passage of a sprinkling cart 
when attempting to turn a corner or 
when the brakes are applied. 

What the results will be cannot be 
foretold, says a writer in Suburban 
Life. It is usually advisable to take a 
chance In shaving close to other vehi¬ 
cles rather than to. take the risk of 
applying the brakes hard on slippery 
roads. 

The side slip happens so quickly that 
the operator scarcely knows It' ha* 
started tiefore the car Is turned half¬ 
way around or is even beaded In the 
opposite direction to that in which It 
was going. A car can be stopped 
without causing It to skid by applying 
the brakes quickly, releasing them and 
applying them again, overcoming each 
small skid with the steeriug wheel. 

Often where the service brakes are 
on the hubs it is advisable to use the 
lower speed gears as a brake, as the 
action on the rear wheels will then be 
about the same With bub brakes one 
mny be set tighter than the other, and

In general he Is a comparatively 
small man. with broad shoulders and 
stont arniB and legs. To look at hint

to carry heavy burdens. But the 
weight he can carry Is surprising. You 
liavp a trunk you can scarcely mqve. 
for Instance. You send for a cargador. 
He gets It upon bis back, high up on 
the shoulders, and he marches off with 
It as easily as though it were a play¬ 
thing. A life dedicated to carrying 
heavy burdens has made this work 
easy for him. A slightly built Mexicnn 
will carry over 500 pounds on bis 
shoulders for short distances.
